Drawing is offered as a sabject in the high school, asre- 
quired by law, and its election as a study by some of the 
pupils made it necessary to provide for teaching the subject- 
The program was overcrowded for the two teachers to such 
an extent that they could not do this additional work, neither 
should it be expected of regular high school teachers. 


Lack of funds prevented the employment of an ex- = 
perienced supervisor, therefore what seemed to be the best 
under the circumstances has been attempted.
